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ALBERTA FARED BEST 

During his visit here, Hon. Hugh Guth- 
rie gave out some interesting figurés as 
to the financial assistance given by the 
Dominion Government to the four west- 
ern provinces during the last three 
“emergency” years 

As direct relief to people out of employ- 
ment federal money has been spent in Al- 
berta to the amount of $5,718,000; in Brit- 
ish Columbia $8,895,000; in Saskatchewan 
$16,565,000; and in Manitoba $7,440,000 

The provincial governments were also 
assisted in their financing, by cash ad- 
vanees and guarantee of loans. The fol- 
lowing are the figures under this heading: 
Alberta $6,482,000; British Columbia 
$5,938,000; Saskatchewan $19,360,000; 
Manitoba $26,000,000. 

in round figures, Dominion money for 
direct relief plus cash advances and guar- 
antees of loans to the provincial govern- 
ments total up to the following sums: 
Alberta $12,000,000; British Columbia 
$14,000,000; Saskatchewan $35,000,000; 
Manitoba $33,000,000. 

For each $8 spent by the Dominion in 
direct relief in the west or advanced or 
guaranteed on behalf of provincial gov- 
ernments, Alberta got $1; the other three 
provinces $7. 

There is of course no complaint coming 
because of this inequality in federal ex- 
penditure and assistance as between one 
province and another. Relief money had 
to be spent in the larger amount where 
the need was greatest, and assistance 
given to the governments according to the 
financing and re-financing they had to do 
in the disturbed conditions. So long as 
the relief money and the assistance were 
given on the same terms and without par- 
tiality there is no grievance because Al- 
berta happened to need less than the 
other provinces. 

Without being inclined to boast because 
conditions here were less severe than else- 
where, Albertans may none the less take 
satisfaction in knowing that such has 
been the case and that they have been 
more nearly self-dependant than residents 
of the other provinces were able to be 
The figures stand as proof of the depend- 
ability of Alberta's soil and climate. Ex- 
cept in the southern districts we have had 
no crop failures in this province. That was 
the big factor in making conditions here 


less “emergent” than elsewhere on the 
prairies. Low as prices have been, it was 
better to have crops than none.
